Th.;  present  pamphlet  is  tin.  first  of 
a  series  that  it  \b  propo,s*-<l  to  prepare  tor  >:enerai  <ir(  ulation.  in 
it  we  learn  the  .storv  of  Canada's  remarkable  proy;res.s  in  over- 
comin>'  the  menace  o"t  the  liquor  traflie  since  the  outbreak  of  the 
pre.s^nl,  war  Mr  SiH^mi',  who  is  a  <(impet<Hnt  btudent  and 
observ.'r  speaks  with  unquestionable  authority;  and  ho  has  b.M«n 
wiso  in  devotiny:  the  major  part  of  his  treatise,  not  to  arguments, 
hut  to  that  which  is  of  much  iireatvr  importance,  r.^ults.

The  Argument  of  Experience. 

No  stroni^ei-  ariiument  as  to  the  .>oundness  and  cdfoctivencss 
of  Prohibition  (ould  he  given  than  tlic  faet  ot  its  spread.  Had 
the  law  not  been  a  sufi  ohs  where  triixl,  the  movement  would  have 
had  dimini.shin^,  not  increasing  force.  It  was  bei  auso  people  saw 
the  good  results  in  other  places  that  they  adopt«<l  the  mea-sure 
for  themselves. 

Moreover,  during  these  year.s  o[)portunity  was  given  for  the 
repeal  of  Piohibition  any  time  after  it  had  been  in  force  for  three 
years.  But  sui  h  was  its  success  that  in  tlu'  bust  six  year.s  ot  the 
'Iaw&\  Option  period,  out  of  1,330  oj^portunities  for  repeal,  in  l,2tJ(i 
cases  the  law  was  so  firmly  establi>lied  that  there  was  not  even 
sufficient  opposition  to  bring  the  matter  to  a  vot*".  Seventy  repeal 
rontests  were  brouiiht  out  in  the  si.\  years.  The  law  was  sustained
